ESCAPE CUSTOMS LEVY 


Canadian soldiers serving abroad will be able to bring 
home personal or household effects without paying customs, 
under new. federal budget plans 

Finance Minister Abbott tabled a resolution to amend 
the Customs Tariff so that goods valued at not more than 
$1,000 may be imported free of duty by members of the 
armed forces after an absence from Canada of not less than 
one year 

A proviso in the resolution says the goods have to be 
acquired by the servicemen “for personal or household use 
and actually owned abroad by them for at least six months 
before their return to Canada.” 

Regulations governing the importation of servicemen’'s 
effects will be passed later by the cabinet 

The customs items in the budget said the goods “shall 
not be sold or otherwise disposed of without: payment of 
duty and taxes until after 12 months actual use in Canada.” 

The new plan does ‘not apply to alcohdélic beverages 
cigars, cigarettes of manufactured tobacco. 

Abbott's. Custom Tariff changes also included ‘a provi 
sion to reduce the tariff on imported cigarettes by $2 per 
1,000—the same as a domestic tax reduction announced in
